G. P. Wells, Ex-Secretary Mountain 
Millmen’s Association, on Stand 
In Lumber Combine Trial.

The relations of the British Colum- 
bia manufacturers and the Alberta 
retailers was the subject of inquiry 
in the lumber conspiracy case in the 
Supreme court this morning. Geo, P. 
Wells, the secretary of the Mountain 
Mills association at the time the com- 
bine and conspiracy is said to have 
existed, was the witness, His cross 
examination was not concluded when 
the court rose at 12,00. 

it is probable that the case for the 
crown will be completed about Wed- 
nesday. What line the defence wil. 
take or whether witnesses will be cal- 
led by the defence is not yet known, 
It is probable, however, that Mr. Ben- 
nett will confine himself to a rigid 
interpretation of the laws of evidence 
and discredit the admissibility of a 
large portion of the crown’s case. 

Geo. P, Wells, formerly secretary of 
the Moyntain Mills association, was 
the first witness called this morning 

Asked for the minute book of the as- 
sociation, witness said it had been de- 
stroyed after the Ottawa investigation 
with the other dc cuments. Tye who'e 
of the correspondence of the office was 
not included in the documents de- 
stroyed. There was a great mass of 
papers sent to Ottawa that did not ap 
pear ws exhibits in the Ottawa evid 
ence. Winess carried the bundle oj 
documents to his own house and put 
them in the stove. This was about 
two weeks after he received them. 

Mr. Bennett Objects. 

Mr. Bennett held that before Mr 
Wells’ evidence should %e_ received 
against Mr. Clark, the crown should 
show common design with the direct 
ors of the Alberta association. 

The chief justice told the witness: 
that he had the protection of the 
court and that his evidence could not 
be used ageinst him in any othe: 
cour’, 

Witness could not say what docu 
went or correspondc nee existed  to- 
day. He gave over everything to Mr 
Anstie, the new secretary. 

Witness identified the minutes of 
the meeting of the Mountain Mill+ 
association at Nelson, on Feb. 28, 
1906. The millmen discussed the pric. 
list, Some were in favor of advancing 
the prices all the trade would’ stand, 
while other mithnen advised caution. 
Heavy material was considered tox 
low and as a great quantity of logs 
was left. on the skidways in Ontario 
and Quebec, the stocks from Rainy 
River would be drawn east and leave 
the field in the prairies to the moun 
tain mils. A motion to increase the 
price $1 all around was lost and thé 
list was taken up item by item and 
increases made in exch class. 

Price List Revised. 

The minutes of a meeting of the 
Mountain Mills association at Nelson 
January 8th, 1906, were re ad, At this 
meeting the price list was revised 
The question of switching charges at 
terminal yards was protested against 
Many of the members were in favor 
of abolishing the retail yards operat. 
ed by the mills and in favor of charg 
ing all such yards straight list prices. 

The moeting was in favor of the 
formation of a retailers’ association 1) 
Mberta and Mr. Jones stated things 
were shaping that way and that a 
meeting would soon be held in Cal 
gary for that purpose. It was de 
cided that all millmen should send 
duplicates of their invoices to the sec 
retary. of the association. One firm 
asked permisaion to sell a quantity 
of lumber of a certain grade at 2 
price. 

Witness stated that he sent the 
price lists to those who asked them 
only. 

Witness identified a copy of propos 
ed constitution and bylaws for the 
Mountain Mills association. 

How Price List is Made. 

Witness was asked to explain how 
a price list was made, There had 
been a price list for years, which war 
revised from time to time by the see 
retary of the associauion, >ased on in 
formation from the mills. 

A’ letter from Wells on March 8th 
1906, to MeNicol, referred to ship 
ments made by the King Lumber Co 
who were shipping contrary to the by- 
laws of the A. R. L. D. association 
The secretary informed Mr. MeNico! 
such action would not occur aga 
Similar advice was given in reference 
to shipments to Hoaglin, of Taber, by 
Ross Bros. & Co., millmen in the 
mountains, and also 0° shipments 
Sith Bros. & Wilson, of whom Me 
Nicol complained that they were not 
proper people to whom to ship lumber 
The letter contained assurances that 
none but legitimate dealers would bc 
recognized, 

Mountain Men Warned. 

Witness stated that he made a copy 
of the resolution adopted by the Al 
berta retailers in Edmonton which wae 
sent to him by Secretary Grogan, eon 
taining the statement that if the mill 
nen continued to ship to other tha 
legitimate dealers the retail men 
would not buy another inch of lum 
ber, The mimeograph copy was sent 
to the members of the Mountain Mills 
association 

Witness was qnestioned by the 
crown and his memory refreshed by 4 
letter pertinent to the point ab Issue, 
with respect to the list he sent out te 
the millmen in consequence of the 
aboye resolution sent to him by See 
retary Grogan on behalf of the A R 
l..

DRAFT OF NEW 
INSURANCE BILL 


[t will be in Charge of Hon, W.S. 
Fielding Through the House 
of Commons. 


Ottawa, Nov, 26.—Hon. W. 8, Field- 
ing will have charge of the insurance 
legislation which the government has 
decided to introduce to parliament at 
the next session, The bill is now 
practically ready for presentation to 
the House. It is intended to have it 
referred to a special committee of the 
Commons where its provisions will be 
thoroughly dealt with, The chief de- 
bate will be, upon the investment 
clauses of the bill. The recommenda- 
tions of the insurance commission in 
this respect as embodied in the draft 
bill submitted along with the report 
last session, have, it is understood, 
been modified to some extent in the 
bill as now reported in the finance de- 
partment, 

The détails of the changes made 
will, of course, not be available until 
brought down in the House, but it is 
intimated that some oi the more dras- 
tic changes recommended by the com- 
missioners, and objected to most stre- 
nuously by the insurance companies, 
have been recast with a view to allow- 
ing a little more latitude in the in- 
vestinent power, while at the same 
time the interests of the poliey hold- 
ers are adequately guarded against 
ahy~dabbling by companies in speeu- 
ative securities, 

The aim of the government has been 
to correct any abuses shown by thi 
commissioners’ report to have existed 
in the matter of unsafe investments or 
in advancing funds to help out stock 
or enterprises in which directors of 
the companies were interested, while 
it the same time no unnecesary dras- 
tic conditions are imposed which 
might tend to decrease the profits of 
the shareholders. 

Rebates will be made illegal but the 
penalty recommended by the commis- 
sioners of a $1,000 fine if the directors 
of any company whose agent has al- 
lowed rebate is changed for a more 
logical and at the same dime quite as 
effective a penal clause. The comp:n- 
ies themselves are agreed as to ad 
visability of stopping the rebate evil 
but strongly object to the penalty sug- 
gested by the commissioners, The 
clause compelling the paying cf a 
dividend to policy holders annually 
instead of every five years, as at pres- 
ent, is said to have been changed in 
the present bill, to make payments | 
compulsory at least every three years. 
It is thought that this will adequate- 
ly overcome the evil now claimed to 
exist in the present method of defer- 
red dividends, namely, application of 
the surplus earnings of the older poli- 
cies to the securing of new business. 
At the same time it will meet the 
objection of the companies that no 
policy earns a surplus in the first 
years of its existence in view of the 
initial expense, and consequently 
were it necessary to “pay to policy 
holders at the end of the first year a 
profit this would have to be borrowed 
from the earnings of the older policy 
holders. 

The amendments already, made by 
the New York legislature to the pro- 
visions of the state insurance law 
drafted by the Armstrong committee, 
and the amendments new under con- 
sideration at Albany have been care- 
fully considered, and the government 
has profited by the errors found to 
have existed in the New York act. 
4 number of clauses recommended by 
the insurance commissioners were 
practically identical with the clauses 
of the New York act, These clauses 
have since been changed in New York 
State, the government having found 
it was necessary to make similar mo- 
difications in the new act.

DOMINION WORK 


Quebec's New Solicitor General Says 
it will be Georgian Bay 
Canal, 


Montreal, Nov 25.—Hon. Jacques 
Bureau, the new solicitor-general of 
Quebec. indicated at a dinner given 
in his honor on Saturday night by the 
Montreal Reform club, that the next 
ureat work to be undertaken by the 
Dominion government would be the 
construction of the Georgian bay 
canal, 

The new minister said that four 
times the present facilities between 
Wastern and Western Canafla were 
required, and that the government 
was already enquiring into the engin 
eering difficulties presented by the 
new caral project, Speaking for him- 
self, he expressed the belief that with- 
in a few years this work would be un- 
dertaken by the government. The two 
great questions before the government 
to-day, declared Hon, Mr. Bureau, 
were the labor question and that of 
transportation. The East had labor 
which the West needed, and the West 
had crops which the ast needed, and 
it was necessary to ‘secure sufficient 
transportation facilities to connect the 
two. It was to achieve this result 
that the G. T. P. is being built, and 
it would not only do this, but open 
up a vast region in the north of Que- 
bee which would double the available 
resources of this province. 

A somewhat sensational speech was 
made by Hon, W. A, Weir, provincial 
treasurer, who remarked that, in the 
past, Quebec had paid too much atten- 


‘ion to religion and the ‘kingdom 


come,’ instead of the kingdom they 
ilready had to develop. He intimated 
that it might be as well to forget the 
kingdom for a bit, and give more 
attention to the development of the 
province and the bringing of its peo 
ple together, Hon. Mr. Weir also ex- 
pressed great glee over the defeat of 
Bourassa, and warned his hearers not 


to delude themselves with such phan- 


tasy as was locked up in the word 
‘Nationalist,’ of which the country 
had had much, His speech was greet- 
ed with great enthusiasm, but it is 
thought that his incautious references 
to religion will bring down upon his 
head the wrath of the church, and
